Ile was at tle time of the cles
tion in Florida 2 esndidate for the legivlature
of that State v the 1epublieso ticket, avd was
well versad in all the politics] wffsirs of that
State. e believed, that is inlerred, that there
were not 50 rany republican votes in box No,
9, Archber precinet, of Alachua county, as there
shou!d bava beco, but he know positively and
dircetly, for he was a witoess of the tuet, that
the republieans bad, iu a room in his Louse,
and from the rcgistration list of the eouoty,
added two hundred and viocteen votes to the
returos, so as to make the vote what he and
they thought it should have been, anod
that the two men, Vave: aod Biack, one
a judge snd the other a clertk of election,
who had thus {raudulently changedthe returns,
bad sices that time been appoiated to federal
offices, coe in the Treasury Department, io
Washiogten, znd ove in the Custom House, in
Philadelphia. The fact of this fraudulent
chapge in the voie of Archer precioct was no-
toricus throughout Fiorida before the official
vote of that State had been declared. It was
a matter that was talked of geperally, e,
however, staied that whea he declined Gov,
Noyes' repeated invitativus to go upon the
witness stend io iforida, upon the ground, as
be then staied (o him, that his cvidewes would
be damzgipg to the repubiican cause, be did
pot inform him of this Iraud, of which he, the
witness, aud cvay body clsc in Florida was
coguizaut, There were ulso, Lie said, other
matters  conpeoted  with  the ciection 1o
Flerida which induced him to decline going ou
the witoess sleud,  Wilness got aa appoint-
ment in the Seeret Servioe of the Treasury De-
partwent atter the cleenso, but was wot oo
seoret serviee duty, Not liking that position
he resizned aud was appointed to another one,
but befsre he got oflicial notics of'it, it was can-
oelled. Ll stared that sinee he had beco io
Washington he and Gov. Noyes had had a eon-
versation about Fiorida affairs, and that during
that interview Scervinry Shorwan had ealled
and that the Scervciary slterward took the Gov-
ernoriiding. e aleo extinbiied a letter that
Gov. Nayes hod written teeomimending i
for otice. T'he sumof Lis evidence was to the ef
feet that the Morida vepubiicans kaew that
the resele of the Presidentiai elcetion depeaded
upon that Siate, aod that they had fraudu-
leutly added enougit vores Lo wake the State
go for Hayes, aud thui mest, i woi all, ol those
engazed i the fraud had bien subsequently
peid for the parts they had tukeo by appolst-
went (o Federal offices, and though he aticmpt-
cd to oxeulpste Gove Noyes, the attewpt was
u Pailure, for what was known to everyhody in
Iiorida wast hive been known to Gov, Neyes,
who was there managing the radiesl ease,

Gov, Noyes wes uext cxamised.  His teati-
wony was to the effcet that he weat to New
Orleanys and Tallahsssce on his “'ewa look,"’
and without tiie adviee of the President, to see
thiat the redieals, who had the coutrel ol the
cleetion waehinery of both those States in their
own hauds,should not be eheated out of them by
the s'most tmpotent demoerais; that ha bad
reocmwended Melin and Cowzill and Dennis
to effice to botk Goo. Grant and Mre, Hayes,
and that nepe of the frauds to which Deouis
and Melin—who were his intimates 1o Florida,
aod leteers from whom he exhibiced—had tesi-
Ged under valb, hsd ever come to bis kuow-
ledge until reeently.  Hesckaowledeed that he
had inlormed the radicsls upon his srrival at
Tallaharsee, and belere the vote of Louisiana
had been avoounced, thut that Siate had gooe
for Hayes,
